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Board Begins Steps 
For June Bond Vote 


The Crawford AuSable Board of Educa- 
tion started action to place a proposal for a 
new middle school before voters in the an- 
nual June election. 

The board is scheduled to adopt a specific 
proposal at their February meeting, 
however, Superintendent Kent Reynolds 
said the board has already indicated they 
prefer the same proposa) that appeared on 
the September ballot. 

The proposal for a new $4.3 million middle 
school attached to the high school was 
defeated in September, 1233 to 776. 


The school board wants to replace the 67- 
year-old middle school because of problems 
with plumbing, heating, electrical, and ven- 
tilation systems as well as deterioration in 
walls, ceilings, and roof joists. They also say 
the building is not energy efficient, does not 
comply with barrier-free laws, and has a 
horrible acoustical atmosphere for educa- 
tion. In addition, the cafeteria is too small 


and the three-acre site in town isn’t big 
enough for outside play or physical educa- 
tion. 

Student enrollment projections estimate 
the two elementary schools in the district 
will exceed capacity by 100 students in the 
next five years. The new proposed middle 
school would house grades fifth to eighth. 

In other school news at the board meeting 
held at the Frederic Elementary School 
Monday night, Assistant Superintendent 
Paul Lerg said negotiations are beginning 
again with townships and the city for the 
collection of summer taxes. Crawford 
AuSable collected 50 percent of school taxes 
in the summer in 1983 for the first time. Lerg 
reported 44 percent of school districts in 
Michigan collected summer taxes in 1983 
and school districts about the same size as 
Crawford AuSable saved an average of 
$96,000 - about the same amount saved by 
Crawiord AuSable by switching to 50 per- 
cent collection in the sum:aer.

Hatchery Ends Year in Black, 
More Improvements Expected 


By Jon Thompson 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery ended a successful opening 
year with about $1,950 left over to begin next year’s opera- 
tion. 

During the 18 weeks the hatchery was open, 37,661 visi- 
tors donated $3,540 at the gate, bought $8,855 worth of trout 
food, and paid $215 for hatchery buttons. In addition, 
donations and grants collected from July 17, 1982, until July 
5, 1983, amounted to $9,720. 

Itemized expenses to re-open the hatchery — shut down 
for 17 years — amounted to $9,464. Fish food cost $2,765 for 
the year, and the hatchery manager and five part-time em- 
ployees were paid $8,154 in wages for 2167 hours of work. 
Green Thumb, the Retired Senior Volunteer Program, and 
the Community Assistance Program contributed 1138 hours 
of volunteer work. 

Total revenues came to $22,331. Expenses amounted to 
$20,384, leaving a $1,946 fund balance. 

In a year-end report, hatchery manager Howard Hatfield 
and hatchery committee chairman Robert Smock, Jr., said 
they hoped a kids’ fishing section on the east branch below 
the hatchery could be opened next year as part of goals for 
the second year. 


Another goal is to open the hatchery earlier next year. 
The hatchery opened May 28 this year and immediately 
began drawing an average of 1500 persons a week until the 
July Fourth week when 4281 persons visited the resurrected 
hatchery. From July Fourth to Labor Day, attendance 
averaged 2,700 persons a week. After Labor Day, attendance 
dropped to about 700 a week. Hatfield and Smock would like 
to see the hatchery open from the first weekend after the 
Trout Opener and close after Labor Day. 

Other plans for the hatchery include additional signs 
along the highways, a possible pond of brown trout, and a 
possible raceway for bluegill and bass. The hatchery com- 
mittee will also consider purchasing trout for display in the 
raceways. This year, the trout leased grew twice to three 
times as large as when they arrived at the hatchery. Smock 
said it’s possible $7000 worth of trout bought in the spring 
could have a market value of $12,000 to $18,000 in the fall. 

Although the hatchery has $1,950 to start next season, 
more money will be needed to lease or purchase trout before 
the hatchery can open. Tax deductible contributions for 1983 
can still be sent before the end of the year to the Fish Hat- 
chery Fund, care of the County Treasurer at the County 
Courthouse, Grayling.

Reading Program 
Helps 55 Students 


READING PROGRAM—Marianne Knepp, remedial 


reading instructor, helps Jeremy Bowers with the aid of a - 


projector. 


Each student in Mrs. 


- Knepp’s Chapter 1 reading 


class at Grayling Elemen- 
tary is truly “‘special’’. Fif- 
ty-five first through fifth 
graders come to special 
reading daily for a 1:1 half- 
hour tutoring session to 
acquire basic reading skills. 
Those students who partici- 
pate in this government- 
sponsored program are 
generally of average ability; 
they are, however, a year or 
more behind in reading skill 
development. 

Students are selected for 
this program in September 
by a variety of ways - 
teacher recommendation, 
parental request, reading 
scores on achievement tests 
and special screening tests 
which Mrs. Knepp_ ad- 


, ministers. Once a student is 


selected, short and long term 
goals are established. Based 
on these goals, a lesson plan 
is written each day for each 
student in order to meet the 
student’s learning needs and 
abilities. When a student has 
met all his goals, he is 
“graduated” and another 
student who is having diffi- 
culty with the reading 
process takes his place. 

In order to engage a 
student in as many ways as 
possible, a variety of teach- 
ing techniques and materials 
is used. The overhead 
projector is used for drill 
exercises; a child’s reading 
may be taped for special 
analysis; tactile materials 
such as foam, sandpaper and 
clay letters may be used. 
The newest and most popu- 
lar learning device is a 32K 
Radio Shack Color Computer 
which Mrs, Knepp currently 
has on loan, Thus far, Robert 
Kncpp has written aii of the 
computer programs for 
special reading. Each of 
these programs is directly 
tied to the Crawford AuSable 
School District’s reading ob- 
jectives. 

Students in special reading 
are not graded in the tradi- 
tional manner. If a student 
does his best on his daily 
assignment, he earns a token 
at the end of the session. 
These tokens may be saved 
until a student has accumu- 
lated enough for a magnet or 
poster. Only one form of 
discipline is utilized in this 


‘ classroom. If a student is not 


prepared to de his best on the 
assignment, he is returned to 
his regular classroom. This 
rarely happens. 

The unique aspect of this 
government-funded pro- 
gram was initiated by Mr. 
Nunn, Grayling Elementary 
Principal, when he first 
came to Grayling, He imple- 
mented and refined the 
volunteer program to the 
point that the system is now 
able to offer each child his 
own special tutor for each 
session.

Saving Money on Food 


Almost every supermarket 
has one in various depart- 
ments—a special section or 
display where ‘‘dated’’ items 
are offered for sale at reduc- 
ed prices. 

Many foods, especially 
meats, are sold under an open 
dating system which allows 
customers to select and pur- 
chase foods at peak quality. 
Open dating is not required 
by federal law, although 
some states require that per- 
ishable foods be dated. 

Elder citizens on fixed in- 
comes and persons with large 
families can often find bar- 
gains by periodic checking 
of dates listed on foods that 
have been reduced for quick 
sale. But they should know 
what the terms most fre- 
quently used for open dating 
actually mean. 

An jitem marked ‘‘sell by”’ 
(a certain date) lists the final 
day on which the item should 
be offered for sale, with time 
allowance for home use un- 


der proper storage condi- 
tions. 

An item marked with an 
‘expiration date’’ lists the 
last date on which the item 
should be used—not sold. 
Expiration dates are most 
frequently listed on refrig- 
erated dough products, pack- 
aged yeasts and drugs—and 
should be carefully observ- 
ed. 

Consumers also should 
carefully observe dates list- 
ed on products labeled ‘‘best 
if used by’’, which frequent- 
ly appears on cereals and 
snack items. 

Fruits and vegetables some- 
times carry only ‘‘pack dates”’ 
which list the date on which 
they were processed or pack- 
aged for sale. 

Visual appearance is help- 
ful in selecting food items 
offered at reduced prices but 
a good consumer rule is to 
not buy food at reduced pric- 
es unless you plan to use it 
without delay.

Xmas Holiday 
Fire Safety 


In the interest of 
promoting Christmas 
holiday fire safety, the State 
Police fire marshal officers 
and local fire departments 
have joined in cautioning 
Michigan residents about the 
use of natural and artificial 
decorative materials. 

Many fires during the 
holiday season are caused by 
unsafe or improperly main- 
tained decorations, resulting 
in loss of property and injury 


to loved ones. 


Decorative and fire safe 
holidays can be enjoyed by 
following these safety pre- 
cautions: 

e Natural Christmas trees 
should not be set up earlier 
than 10 days before Christ- 
mas and should be limited to 
8 feet in height. 

¢ Tree stands must provide 
adequate support and have a 
large container for water 
which is to be kept full. 
Before setting your tree in 
its stand, make a fresh cut at 
the base at least 1 inch above 
the original cut. 

¢ A natural tree that shows 
signs of unusual dryness 
should be removed from the 
home immediately. 

¢ Electrically operated or 
lighted tree stands and elec- 
tric light sets should have 
testing laboratory labels and 
be examined for defects 
before using. 

* Electric lights should be 
plugged in only when under 
the supervision of a respon- 
sible person and should be 
unplugged when not in use. 

¢ Christmas trees should 
be located away from exits. 

* Electrical lights or 
wiring should not be used on 
a metallic tree. 

¢ Plastic trees should have 
testing labels indicating that 
they are ‘‘flame-resistant”’. 

¢ The use of open flame 
candles is strongly 
discouraged. 

* A portable fire ex- 
tinguisher should be readily 
accessible in the event of 
fire. All family members 
should know how to operate 
it. 

* Post the telephone num- 
ber of your local fire depart-, 
ment at each telephone. 

¢ Dispose of Christmas 
wrappings safely and prom- 

ptly. Do NOT burn them in 
the fireplace.

Glasmeirer said a perception of an 
area’s business climate may not be 
significant, noting that the climate 
in California is reputed to be bad, 
yet the so-called Silicon Valley is 
thriving with high tech firms 
because they can be profitable there 
and believe it is necessary for them 
to be located there. 

But she said use of industrial 
parks and tax abatements, which 
helped lure firms to Silicon Valley, is 
risky strategy for governments to 
pursue. 

Instead, she said research would 
indicate areas should assess their 
strengths and target any incentives 
to specific industries. ‘‘A solid 
economic base which is diversified 
goes along with high tech growth,” 
she said, 

Similarly, Glasmeirer said states

Today’s standard log scale 
was unknown in the early 
days of logging and it is in- 
teresting to note that at first 
measuring: lumber was 
called surveying. Then the 
word “scaling’’ was sub- 
stituted to avoid confusion 
with the measurement of 
land. As early as 1825, there 
were various formulas and 
tables in use, and the scale 
or board-foot rule was inven- 
ted to aid in computation. 
This unit of measurement 
became popular because 
pine was straight and easy to 
measure. Just before the 
Civil War, the Holland or 
Bangor rule became popular 
as the rule for measuring 
four-foot pulpwood. Tables 
were worked out by scalers 
and before long the board 
feet shown on the scale stick 
or ruler were replaced by 
figures giving cord measure 
for the same logs. In the 
collection here at the Park 
are “American,” ‘Scrib- 
ner,” and “Lufkin” scale 
sticks. Some show advanced 
age as well as a difference in 
the amount of lumber a log 
would yield when compared 
to another scale stick. The 
man who used a scale stick 
was, the “Cheater” or 
“Swindler”; in other words, 
the woods scaler. He was 
high up on the social ladder 
of a logging eamp: he bunk- 
ed with the boss (not with the 
lousy shantyboys), he got up 
an hour later for breakfast 
since his work could not be 
done in the dark, and he was 
paid more than those doing 
manual labor. He did not 
have many friends. On one 
side were the teamsters and 
the cutting crews and on the 
other his employer. No mat- 
ter how well he did his work, 
both parties were inclined to 
believe he was rooking them. 
As a matter of fact, some- 
times he was.

Radio Receives 
Const. Permit 


Gaylord— The Federal 
Communications Commis- 
sion has granted Northern 
Christian Radio, Inc. (WN- 
CR) a construction permit 
that gives them permission 
to construct a 100,000 watt 
FM radio station. The 
station will have Christian 
broadcasting 24 hours a day, 
broadcasting at 90.5 Mhz. 

WNCR is a Michigan non- 
profit corporation formed by 
four (4) groups from Nor- 
thern Michigan that were 
each unsuccessful in seeking 
for Christian radio for their 
area. The groups from 
Petoskey, Alpena, Pellston 
and Gaylord, got together in 
the fall of 1982 and, pooling 
their efforts, formed what is 
now Northern Christian 
Radio, Inc. Board members 
are currently made up of 
men from Petoskey, Boyne 
City, Pellston and Gaylord, 


WNCR has the following 
spiritual aims, as stated by 
‘the Board of Directors: 
evangelizing, ..to bring 
people to Christ; 
edifying...to buildup 
believers in Christ; and 
equipping...to ready the 
body of Christ for service. 

The broadcasting sound 
will be primarily the sound 
of Moody Broadcasting, via 


@ satellite. The Moody Broad- 
74 casting Network (MBN) of- 


fers Bible teaching 
, programs, inspirational 
‘music, drama,  family- 


oriented programs, and 
1 news. Limited local pro- 
| gramming will feature a 


24, couple of hours in the morn- 


_ing and evening with a live 
-announcer, and throughout 
j the day will feature church 
announcements, special ser- 
vices, and local news & 
weather. 


The 24-hour station will be 
totally commercial-free, 
thus relying completely on 
donations by its listeners. 
Currently WNCR has 
received approximately 
$45,000.00 in gifts and 
pledges toward its start-up 
budget costs of $155,000.00. 
The board initially made the 
decision not to borrow any of 
the monies needed, and to 
completely rely on the Chris- 
tian community for the funds 
needed.

2,266 FmHA Home 
Mortgage Loans 


The Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration (FmHA) made 
2,266 home mortgage loans 
to Michigan families in fiscal 
year 1983 that ended Septem- 
ber 30, FmHA State Direc- 
tor, Calvin C. Lutz announ- 
ced today. 

FmHA is a credit agency 
of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. It provided loan 
assistance to farmers and 
other rural residents who 
need credit but who cannot 
get it from private banks or 
other lending institutions. 
FmHA has more than 2,000 
field offices throughout the 
country with 43 in Michigan. 

Preliminary figures show 
that nationally the agency 
provided more than 60,000 
loans to families across the 
country who were without 
safe, decent and sanitary 
housing. Another 20,000 
families were afforded an 
opportunity at better 
housing through 1,000 loans 
that financed rental housing 
construction. 

The total amount of FmHA 
housing loans for the fiscal 
year was $2.6 billion. 

In Michigan, FmHA pro- 
vided 2,266 single family 
home loans totaling 
$61,362,160, Calvin C. Lutz 
said. Fifty rental housing 
loans were made for 
$31,112,730. Total housing 
loans for the year amounted 
to $94,054,410. 

The Mio office, which ser- 
vices Alcona, Crawford and 
Oscoda counties provided 53 
single family home loans 
totaling $1,288,170 and 17 
repair _—loans totaling 
$91,010. In addition there 
were 28 loans made to local 
farmers which _ totaled 
$844,400.

Mr. Dave Hawkins, princi- 
pal of Frederic Elementary 
School, pointed to a new 
spelling program as an im- 
portant element of the curri- 
culum. According to Mr. 
Hawkins, the spelling pro- 
gram provides drills in the 
essentials of good spelling 
and has a strong emphasis 
on phonics. He said the pro- 
gram reinforces the school’s 
reading program while pro- 
viding a permanent record 
of each child’s success. 

Other strong points high- 
lighted by Mr. Hawkins in- 
cluded planning for a 
developmental kindergar- 
ten, and the use of an asser- 
tive discipline program that 
emphasizes catching kids 
being good. 

Grayling Elementary 
principal Melvin Nunn in- 
formed parents that the new 
reading and math objec- 
tives, as well aS a new K-65 
science curriculum, were 
signs of a positive develop- 
ment in the schools.

well coordinated throughout 
the system. Students will be 
able to follow an orderly 
process of learning as they 
progress through the 
system. 

Mr. Nunn also felt that he 
was better able to control the 
school environment now that 
portable classrooms are no 
longer used. This was made 
possible by the move of all 
but one fifth grade section to 
the Frederic Elementary. 
Mr. Nunn also looked for- 
ward to a review of the texts 
currently being used in 
English to be sure the old 
books met the objectives of 
the school program. 

At the middle school, Mr. 
Dale Nicholas highlighted 
the Language Arts program 
which began this fall. 
Students are introduced to 
literature, reading, writing, 
journalism, drama and other 
language arts in a well roun- 
ded curriculum. He pointed 
out that the teachers em- 
phasize spelling and writing 


skills in every class through-_ 


out the day. 

Mr. Nicholas also felt that 
the ‘Student of the Month” 
program was a positive heln 
in building a good school 
climate. Each month a 
faculty committee selects 
one student to be recognized 
for their overall achieve- 
ment. Academic success is 
‘one criteria for selection, but 
good behavior and extra- 
curricular achievements are 
also considered. The entire 
faculty is looking for ways to 
recognize students as a way 
to build school spirit. 

Mr. Carl Naghtin, princi- 
pal at Grayling High School, 
saluted his faculty as being 
the strongest aspect of his 
building’s program. He said 
their ability and willingness 
to build rapport with the 
students was an important 
contribution to the total en- 
vironment of the high school. 

Mr. Naghtin also remind- 
ed parents of the need to look 
at graduation requirements 
in light of the recent national 
reports on education. He felt 
that the college bound pro- 
gram was already strong, 
but that we needed to look at 
what was being offered for 
those not going to college. 
“We need to accept each 
student where they are at,”’ 
said Mr. Naghtin, “and go as 
far as they can with them.” 
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In response to a question 
about what parents can do to 
help the schools educate 
their children, the principals 
encouraged parents to volun- 
teer their time and talents. 
The school has a volunteer 
program in place, and many 
opportunities exist for 
willing parents to get. in- 
volved. 

The most important con- 
tribution of parents, 
however, might be the 
messages they give their 
children about the impor- 
tance of education. Mr. 
Naghtin praised the parents 
at the meeting for letting 
their children know they 
care about their education. 
“By coming to a meeting 
like this, you are a model 
that learning is important,” 
he said.
